In view of the papers filed September 8, 1998, the inventorship in this nonprovisional 

application has been changed by the deletion of

The application will be forwarded to the Office of Initial Patent Examination (OIPE) for 
issuance of a corrected filing receipt, and correction of the file jacket and PTO PALM data to reflect 
the inventorship as corrected. 



The restriction requirement under 35 U.S.C § 121 and applicants' traversal thereof have been 
carefully considered. Applicants urge that there is no undue burden to examine all of the inventions 
in single application in view of their common classification. First, the only consideration in the 
examination of an invention is not the search of the subclasses in the U. S. classification system. 
Although the Groups were classified by the Examiner in similar areas of the U. S. classification 
hierarchy for purposes of restriction and assignment, a prior art search of the two groups includes 
different areas of literature search. Furthermore, the classification given in the requirement does not 
reflect the fact that the claims read on a diversity of structurally distinct active agents. Examination
